'"In the presence of the recent Hcene.s 
of raaeeacre and pillage, the burning of 
Canea and the frightful anguish of tho 
Cretans cxiioaed to and menaced by the 
bouinlles.s fury of the MusBulmane, our 
ith rcinors^e 
responsibility. It asstiiiied 
at year to persuade the Cretana to lay 
down their arma, Irut the misiortuiiea 
which followed forbids us again to tiiuler- 
take such a tatk. Kvcii had we at- 
teiniitcd our voice would been only a 
feeble echo and would not have reached 
the Cietaii poo|)le. 

" As autonomy would fullil the noble 
aim of the powera it ia obvious what 
ninat be the situai.ioii of the unliapiiy 
island from to-d.iy until the establisii- 
ment of autonomy.

Pauts, March 8,- — M. Gobelet, tho for- 
mer ca,binet miniater, raised the Cretan 
queation to-day in tho chamber of depu- 
ties, but M. Hanottitix, minister of for- 
eif^u affiiira, asked that tho debate be ad- 
journed, iiroinisinij that tho povornment 
would not take any further important 
step without conBulting tho chamber, 
lie further promised to make a state- 
inent on this question on Wednesday or 
Tluiraday. 

ftl. Goblet and M. 5iillRraud_ (social- 
ists), insisted upon tho discussion tak- 
ing place to-day, and tho matter was lin- 
alfy put toa vote, with a result that tlie 
chamber refussetl to discuss tho Cretan 
question any further to-day by a vote of 
325 to 194. 

C.VXEA, March 8.— (5:40 p.m.)— This

Arrangements are being m:\de with 
Miss Chnrcliill, recently from Toronto 
wlio has bail several years experience in 
educational work, also special training 
for mission work among the Chinese, to 
take charge of the school. Miss Church- 
ill is now in charge of the Chinese night 
school, which is very prosperous under 
her management.

The Bureau of Staliatiea has issued a 
ciieular to bu.'=inos3 men for the purpose 
of obtaining iiu approximation of the 
value of imports into this Province dur- 
the year ISfKt from Eastern Canada, 
upon whieli no duty was paid as well aa 
those upon which the duty was not 
paid directly by the importer. The in- 
formation sought by this circular is in- 
tended to supplement the statistics avail- 
able from the customs and internal rev- 
enue officers, so as to enable a complete 
statement to be made of the consump- 
tion in British Columbia of imported 
roods and of our contribution to inter- 
provincial trade. We quote from the 
circular: 

The great importance for public iiur- 
posos of a reliable statement of the trade 
aa between British Columbia and the 
rest of the IDominion at the present 
lime, when such matters are much can- 
vassed and ui)on wtiich there is so litilu 
exact information available, must be 
obvious, and will, it is hoped, l)e sulli- 
cient to (ivercome any objections on the 
aeor(i of liisclosing business uH'airs that 
would naturally otherwise exist. 

As the circular will be in the hands of 
the mercantile community within a few 
days it is not necessary to go into its 
contents in great detail. The points 
covered are : 
Goods purchased in Iv.istern Canada. 
Goods purchased in Eastern Canada 
on which the sellers in the East paid 
duty. 

Total freight paid on all goods pur- 
chaeed out of the Province. 

Freight tiaid on goods purchased in 
Eastern Canada. 

Liquors and tobacco purchased iu 
Eastern Canada on which excise was 
paid thereon. 

Value of exports to points within 
Canada. 

The information furnished in reply to 
these circulars is not for publication, 
and no one except the oflicers of the 
bureau is lo bo allowed to insiicct it. 

ll ia very desirable tliat the ccininier- 
cial relations of Bi ilish Coliinibia to tlie 
rest of the liominiou and our 
full contribution to the Federal revenue 
should be understood. Upon these the 
claims of the Province for consideration 
at the hands of the tjoveriiineut and 
parliament will largely depend.

The provincial government will 
probably present tlie claims of the pro- 
vince to the Federal idinistry and ask a 
Hubslantial recognition of them. liotli 
these ohjeclH will be greatly served if the 
iiierchanlB lend their cooperation. It 
may take a little trouble to answer the 
circular fully ; but we hope this will not 
deter those who receive it from respond- 
ine to it. 

TIFI': CRETAN SITUATION. 

It is alleged that the difliculty at tiie 
bottom of the Cretan situation is duo to 
a fear of liusaia tliat if Crete passes into 
the possession of Qreeee the island will 
be converted into a new Malta, under 
the protection of Great Britain. This 
would bring a new triple alliance into 
the field— Great Britain, Italy and 
Greece—which would control the Med- 
iterranean. Great Britain holds the en- 
trance with Gibraltar, and at Malta has 
a stronghold that is virtually impregna- 
ble.- Cyprus is yet under British con- 
trol and ia not likely to be abadoned, 
notwithstanding all that baa been said 
about it. Egvpt is not actually a British 
possession, but the British are in pos- 
session, and the distinction doea not im- 
ply any very great diilerence. Italy 
stands well up in the list of naval 
powers, and her geographical position is 
commanding.

" ~ ' Starling the ball rolling was the follow- 

int; letter from Mra. 10. J. Smith, preai- 
den' of the Ladies' Auxiliary: 

" .\s Ihi'? is the cliatiinn.d jubilee of 
Her Moat Gracious Majesty, tjiieen \'ic- 
toria'B leign, the Ladies' Au.'^iliai-y feel 
that they would like to do eumething to 
commemorate the occasion. .We wouki 
suggest that sve be allowed to work for 
one of the three following objects: A 
maternity ward, a children's ward, or a 
ward for non-paying patients, whichever 
is most necessary. 

"Ourintention would be to atonceopeu 
suhEi;rii)tiou Hats so that all may con- 
tribute in large or small aiiioiints. Wo 
feel coiilldeut that in two years time wo 
will he enabled to have a ineinori:il to 
our beloved (^ueen as well as a useful 
addition to the hosjiital. Kindly let na 
know wlnit you think of our suggestion 
at your earliest convenience." 

A diversity of opinion prevaile 
what would bo the beat auggestion to 
adopt. Provision has, however, ljt'<'u 
made for the free ward liationta and tide 
tlie chairman explained would not need 
consideration. 

Mr. llolmcken finaUv moved that the 
communication be acknowledged with 
thankE, and that the secretary inform 
Mrs. Smith that the directors are of 
opinion that a maternity ward would be 
the most acceptalile object.

Ladders elioiild he [ilacL'd on 
tlie rocifs and a ready uiciuih nl c^'ress 
I'roiu the iippcr rooms nhoiild be pro- 
vided in bnildinirs n heie employes sleep 
ubovi' the :..;round llooi'. On account lA 
llie distance ironi tireliall.-i tluisi' em- 
ployed in tlu! hospital should he iliillud 
in order to cope with incipient lires. 1 
am ready and willing to attend and in- 
struct tlie employes at any time. Theio 
are two tiro hydrants, a hose rc(d,:!l)() feet 
of inch hose, buckets, huhlers, hooks 
and other appliances in good (jrder. The 
addition of four six-gallon chemical ex- 
tinguishers, two shnt-olf nozzles, six 
roof laddars and six axes would adl to 
the safety of the buildings. I will fe- 
commenii the jilacing of additional fire 
hose an extinguisher lit present in use 
by the lire departtneiit, in addition to 
the aiiiiliances provided by tlu; city. 
Your comiuitleo aiul 1 'r. Kicliardaon are 
anxioii:^ to meet any emer;;ency and 
with the a|>iiaratua on hiunl and recom- 
mended, there should he little danger 
from lire; but I would inipi'cas upon all 
jiartiea concerned the fact that the city 
lire department should be telephoned fur 
if a fire occurs."

Schemes for the improvement of the 
streets of Victoria arc still l)eiiig widely 
discusseil, and from infornuUiou leathered 
in the places most frequented by bnai- 
ness men, it would seem that the public 
opinion leans towards some kind of per- 
manent pavement, brick or .wood being 
the materials generally spoken of. 
'■ Mud " streets, aa the iiiacadamized 
thoroughfares are sonietinies called, 
seem to have fallen into public disfavor. 

Aid. McGregor ia decidedly opposeil to 
any scheme for macadamizing roads in 
tde business section. A permanent pave- 
ment is what he considers necessary, aa 
macadam, no matter how well made, ia 
conatantlyin need of repair and requirea 
that men aliould he constantly watching 
it to mako (j;ood I he daily wear and tear. 
Another objection, to hia view, is that it 
ia too dirty, keeping the city treasury 
low by having to ]iay out money for 
cleaning the roads, ecrajiing and sweep- 
ing the year round. M r. McGregor can- 
not SCO why money ahould bo borrowed 
to put down a road which will tie a con- 
stant expense, not only having the loan 
to pay oil', but will entail another drain 
ia the way of maintenance. 

" A good scheme for permanent roads 
will have my utmostsupport," says Aid. 
i\IcCJregor. Block, on a good founda- 
tion, 1 consider to be the best, and wo 
have it on the spot. There are no great 
extremes of cli.mate liere, and if the 
blocks are well dried and dii>ped hefo;c 
being put down they will niake a good 
Bolid .'oad, and there will be no ahrink- 
age. Tlie heat hero is not liko it ia in 
the East, nor ia the winter here ho 
severe." 

Like othera who havo been interview- 
ed on the subject, Mr. McGregor does 
not advocate everything being done at 
once, but the streets leading from the 
docks, and the principal business streets, 
he conaiders ahould be attended to as 
apeedilv as possible. 

Aid. SIcCandless is distinctly in favor 
of street improvement, and of a frontage 
tax too. 

" I consider," he says, " it iaonly fair, 
and for my own part I am perfectly 
willing to pay a frontage tax, but I am 
decidedly opposed to borrowing a 8in(,do 
cent for the purpose of niacadanii/.ing 
any of the bnsinesa portion of the town. 
Permanent sidewalks are the first things 
which should be laid down, in my esti- 
mation, and th.ese should he provided as 
soon as poasi ble — cement or brick, with 
a good curb and tii.iforni width. These 
would make the town look a hundred 
]ier cent, bettor than the piebald arrange- 
ment now in vogue. 

" As for pavement, 1 think wood ia the 
best, aa it is to Ije had right on 
the spot, and on a good foun- 
dation ia very lasting. Another 
great advantage of wood is, that it is al- 
most noiseless, and this in business 
thoroughfares is a great thing. With 
brick the noise would be so great that 
in the stores it would bo almost impos- 
ailile for voii'es to he heard. Concrele 
and aBjihalt do iiut seem to Btand ; the 
streeta in Vaiicoiivor are ainkiiit; and 
wearing into hole,''. 1 do not think that 
all the streets need paving at once, 
those that havo been recently renewed 
ill maciidam might be left for two or 
three years." 

Mr. McCaiidleas is of the opinion that 
(.ioveriinient street from ibe .lames l;;iy 
liridjze to.lohiisoti atreeland from Wharf 
street to Louglas should be laid in pave- 
incnL as it is louiid necessary that some- 
thinj; should be done. 

A prominent business man of Govern- 
niiiut street, anil property owner in 
vai ions i)ortion8 of the i;ity, is strongly 
in favor of the improvement of the 
stiecis, tliereby enhanitiu^ the value of 
liropcrty. 

"riie next move on street improve- 
ment should bo one that will lanl," ho 
says, "and not rcipiire to be iloiu; ovi^r 
again in a couple of years time, if it is 
too iinicli expense to pave :dl the streets 
mentioned in the Mayor's letter at once, 
let the most urgent ones be attended to 
lirst, and by degrees do away with 'mud' 
atreets in the central part of 
the city, and have some streets 
over which visitors can drive without 
complaining. Peoiile with capital will 
never invest iir a place which looks as 
though it were going backwards. 

" Frontage tax? Why certainly have 
a frontage tax, and make people who 
own front lots unimproved, pay the same 
aa those who have built. The men who 
havo built have increaaed the, value of 
the adjacent property by building, and

S " ' EIGHTEENTH DAY. 

•> V ■ •;7'^ Monday. March 8, 1807. 

Tbe Speaker took the chair at^o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. J. H. Sweet. 

Mr. Booth presented the sixteenth re- 
port of the private bills committee as 
follows : 'f Imt witli respect to petition 
No. 49, your committee is of tiio opinion 
that the standing orders should be sus- 
pended so as to allow the bill for the in- 
corporation of the Nanaimo-Alberni 
Hallway Co. to be introduced, and beg to 
recommend the same accordingly. Your 
committee also beg to report tiuit they 
lind the preamble of the under intituled 
bills iMOved, viz. : An act to incorpor- 
ate tlie "West Koote nay Tower ct Light 
Co., Ltd. An act to incorporate the 
Revelstoke Trout Luke & Big Bend Tele- 
phone Co., Ltd., and submit the same 
■witii amendments. 

The report was received. 

Mr. .Booth moved that the fourteenth 
report of the committee on private bills 
be adopted, and the time limited for the 
reception of reports on private bills be 
extended to March 22. 
' The report was adopted. 

Immediately after this the Premier 
rose antl eaid : 

I\Ir. Speaker, as your are aware since 
the house adjourned last week this pro- 
vince has sustainod the loss of a valueil 
citi/.en in the death of the Into Honor- 
able A. N. Richards, and I am sure tliat 
I shall voice the fcclinu of the house by 
a motion to adjourn, and in expressing 
Hyuipathy witli tbosurvivingniembersof 
Ins family. The late Mr. Richards played 
no unimportant part in the history of 
tliis province and of Canada, lie was, I 
believe, the last surviving member u( 
the old Executive Council of Canada and 
was also, I understand, Solicitor-General 
of Upper Canada froio'ISBS to 18G4. II c 
was long a resident in this province and 
bore an important part in public aQair^; 
He filled the highest office in the pro- 
vince, that of Lieutenant-Governor, antl 
during the whole period of his residence 
here he was to a groat extent a publics 
man giving his efibrts to what he thought 
were the best interests of the 
province. I am sure th it the 
general feeling of the people 
is that they have lost an honest and up- 
right citizen and one who did what be 
thouglit was in the interests of the prov- 
ince, never swerving Jrom the path of 
duty nor from the course that he thought 
was right. 

M'. Senilin — "lam sure that this 
side of the house joins with the Premier 
in his expression uf regret, and I beg to 
Becnnd his motion to adjourn. 

The house then adjourned.

T.HE COMPANIES ACT. 

To Tiii: Editor: — With your kind per- 
mission 1 desire to make a few remarks 
regarding the Companies Act, at present 
before the legislature, and to offer a few 
suggestions concerning the sanje. 

Some four or five years ago I address- 
ed a letter to your paper, recominenJiiig 
that eviiry joint stock company should 
be compelled by law to file a statement 
of their assets and liabilities and income 
and expenditure with the registrar oi 
joint stock companies, and also be coni- 
iftlled by law to bang up such a statement 
in a public place in every oflice belonging 
to the company throughout the province, 
such Btaternents, Isusgested, to* be made 
up half-yearly. 

I notice that section 73 of the new ai't 
carries out this idea only as regard,-- 
" everv limited liankiiig company and 
every insu'-ance company," but I wo\ild 
strongly advise the section to heamended 
so as to include all joint stock companies 
whether they be mining, merchantile, 
banking, insurance or any other kind ol 
companies. I maintain for the protec- 
tion ol the public the ciause ought to be 
made applicable to all, and should not 
be confined to the two kioda of com- 
panies therein mentioned. I also con- 
sider thatform "D" in the first schedule 
ia not explicit enough and should be 
amended, and should also be made to 
inclnde a statement of income and ex- 
penditure arranged under convenient 
headings. They should alao be cfjni- 
pellcd to puhlisti such a statement in a 
n''wppn))('r circulating in every district 
where tlie company has an office or 
carries on business. 

I I is generally conceded that section 
20, which states that no company shall 
commence business unlesB 10 per cent, 
of its capital shall be paid up in (;ash 
must l)e entirely struck out, as it is 
generally believed that such a condition 
would tend to retard the development of 
liritish Columbia mining claims which 
should be encouraged instead of ham- 
pered with annecessary restrictions. 

Subdivision " J " of section 91 leads, 
" the amount intended to be paid to any 
promoter and tbe consideration for whicii 
it if to be paid." I would suggest that 
this clause shoulil ho amended to cover 
the amount already paid, or intendeil to 
be paid, to any i)ronioter, either in cash, 
shares or delienturea, and Buch to be 
specified separately in case payment 
may he part cash and i)art shares. 

Subdivision 2 of section lOM reads; 
" These powe: a (that la tlie power to bor- 
row money) sliall not lie exercised ex- 
cept with tfie consent of shareholders re- 
presenting two-thirds in value of the 
subscribed capital stock of tlie com- 
pany." There is nothing in this section 
to prevent large holders, who may pos- 
sibly hold two-thirds of tbe subscribed 
stock, mortgaging the company's prop, 
erty without the remaining one-third, 
knowing the least thing about it, and I 
coi)sider. that this clause ought to be 
amended, and' that such permiesion be 
given by. resolution to be passed at a 
special or general meeting of the com- 
pany if two-thirds of the subscribed cap- 
ital stock vote in favor of the resolution. 

Part live. Registration of Foreign Coin- 
panies, section 105 reads: "Any coin- 
pany may register itself and the mem- 
bers thereof npder this act, etc.," but 1 
am very much surprised that there is 
nothing in this clause or in the whole of 
'the act, 80 far as I have been able to dis- 
(.pver — unless I have overlooked it — to 
compel nil foreign limited liability com- 
panies who carry on, or intend to carry 
o 1 business in British Columbia, to 
register in British Columbia under this 
act. This particular clause says they 
•/.jBay.V rpgifitSr;'.butV.there is nothing 



compulsory to my mind in 'the word 
may. 

Section 108 may be intended to cover 
tbe case, but to my mind it does not, 
and if it so intended, it is so wprded as 
to be liable to a misconstruction, and 
should therefore be ninended so that 
there should be no doubt as to its mean- 
ing; or better still section 105 ought to 
be amended so as to make it compulsory 
for all foreign companies to register 
under the act. 

For the bQuefit of those reading this 
letter, anil in order that they may under- 
stand section 108, it reads as follows: 
" Every foreign company registering 
under this act shall have a registered 
oflice in the province of British Coluuibia, 
to whicli all cointnunicatious and 
notices may be addressed, and shall also 
register the name and address of its 
agent or manager in the province of B.C. 
If any such company carries on business 
without registering such an oflice and its 
agent's or manager's name and address, 
it shall, upon summary conviptlpn, be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding five 
dollars for every day during which busi- 
ness is EC carried on." 

From tlie above you will observe that 
there is a penalty for every foreign com- 
pany '• registering" under this act if it 
carries un business witliout regist(M-ing 
an oflice in B.C. and the name and ad- 
dress of its agent or manngei , but there 
is no penalty under section 105 if a 
foreign company does not register 
as a company, and the manner 
in which the two clauses are drafted in 
the copy of the act lying before me leaves 
it open to my mind for a foreign com- 
pany to <io business without registcr'ng, 
and there is no penalty attacheil to non- 
registration, and if a foreign company 
does not register it ia llieret'oro not 
necessary for it to register an oflice or 
the name of its agetit or nmnager in 
I'ritisb Columbia as this only applies 
according to section IDS (at least to my 
reading (if tliat section ) to foreiun com- 
panies " registering " under this act and 
dues not apply to foreign companies not 
registering uniier the act. 

Tbe construction I put on section ICS 
may not be the one intended by those 
who framed the act, but I consider that 
both sections 105 and lOS ought to be 
a mended, so that it should be made clear 
that all foreign companies shall be com- 
pelled to register, and there shoald be a 
penalty inserted in section 105 for non 
registration. 

1 do not see why the fees to he charged 
for registering foreign cunipaiiics abonld 
lie more than five times greater than for 
registering comiianies wliich are not 
foreign. I should treat all alike, and we 
ought to do all in our poiver to attract 
foreign capital to develop the immense 
mineral wealth which lies hidilen in our 
mountains. 

Under sub (livisiona S and !l of table 
"a ''under the lirst schedule it reatls 
that "The instrument oi transfer of any 
share in the company shall bo executed 
both bv the transferror and the trans- 
feree.'' Tills may be very good in theory, 
but when you come down to practice, it 
is exceedingly awkward and detrinieutal 
to business transactions in slocks being 
closed up promptly. For instance, sup- 
posing 1 have orders from Toronto by 
wire to purchase certain stocks and to 
forward the certificates in certain 
names, it is quite impossible to 
have the certificates transferred 
according to the act until I 
get the transferee to eii^ the 
transfer, and in order to get this done I 
would have to send the certificate to To- 
ronto to get the transfer endorsed on the 
back of it, signed by the purchaser, and 
await its return, and then I won Id Ije 
able to get the certificate transferred to 
the name of the iiurchaser and there- 
after send it east to Toronto. This causes 
a delay of several weeks, and I would 
strongly recommend that this be amend- 
ed BO that shares can be transferred on 
the Iraiisler being signed by the owner 
who is selling the stock, ami shoald not 
requiie the signature of the pu rcliaeer 
also. A simple transfer thus executed 
would facilitate business, and this is 
tbe style adopted by all mining com- 
panies that have been floated from 
Spokane, and is very convenient 
to stock brokers. As I believe that I 
have handled more transfers of stock 
than any other broKer in Victoria, I 
earnestly reiiiiest the nienibers of the 
legislature to have this form of traii.'^rer 
amended, so that it slcill only rei|uir<.' 
the signature of the si-llt-r, and 1 am 
(|uite sure that I breathe the sentinients 
ol every hrolier in the pirovince on Ibis 
(loint. When executing a conveyance 
of a piece of real estaty you do not re- 
ijuire the purchaser to sign the convey- 
ance in addition to the seller; why 
should you, therefore, reiiuire the pur- 
chaser of shares to sign the trans- 
fer in addition to the seller? 
I'nder sub-division -17 table "a" first 
schedule a shareholder can have no vole 
" unless be has been possessed of the 
sliare In respect of which he claims to 
vote for at least three monthspreviously 
to the time of holding the meeting at 
which he proposes to vole.'' This st-enis 
rather unfair why inak(^ it three month.-i'.' 

With '•"■(ard to mining companies in 
partictd.ir I shoulil like very niueh to 
see some clauses introduced into the act 
to prevent the proinoterfl of companies 
being allowed to sell promoters' stock 
till a period of twelve months from 
the lime the company commenced active 
business, and_if at the expiry of the 
twelve months the mine la not by that 
time on a self-sustaining basis then the 
promoters should still be prevented from 
sellirfg their stock until the mine did 
reach the point of a paying, or at any 
rate a self-sustaining mine. If the iiiiiif 
never did reach such a stage then the 
promoters should bear the loss — if they 
ever had anything really invested in it 
to lose — as well as those wlio bought 
shares from the company. Astbingsgo 
on at nresent promoters usually sell out 
and get on velvet. 

I should like very much to see another 
clause inserted in the act that in the 
event of a sale of the mine 
the public • who bought treasury 
shares should first participate in 
the proceeds of tbe sale and get re- 
funded at least the. full amount wiiich 
they paid for their treasury shares when 
they purchased them from the company 
(not tbe price at which they purchased 
them later on from someone eleo nt an 
increased value). After this is done the 
promoters should jiarticipata and get re- 
fund(!d the exact amount of cash they 
actually put in for their shares, aud if 
there sliould be any halanceleftitahoiild 
then be divided pro rata amongst all 
shareholders acc irding to their holdings. 

I should also like to see " treasury 
shares " printid in bold typo on all 
troarfhry shares and "promoti n shares" 
printed on the - other certificates, 
so that the public wotild knovr whether

It is also very unfair that promoters 
should be allowed to pocket say, ToO.llOO 
shares of a company started with say, 
1 000,000 and thus' only leave lloO.OOO 
shares in the treasury for development. 
They should be coippelled to leave at 
least half the number of shares in the 
treasury. 

Tersonally, I do not apjirove 
ol the system at jiresent in force ol 
issuii))^ ^^1 shares at 5 or U) cents and I 
would strongly recommend all company 
promoters and directors of companies to 
.adopt the more correct system of iasuinu 
the stock at oar and forriiintj; comjianies 
with say 1,000,000 shares at a par value 
of ten cents each, and issue the shares 
at ten cents, thus making a capital of 
^100.000 instead of tbe present $1,000,000 
ciipital, which appears to be the fashion- 
able li),'ure. There would be no question 
Minn aH to any liability. Or, on the 
other hand, the legislature ou|^ht 
to do somctliinj^ to make the 
present system k%'al, or, at 
any rate, to define the Hahility 
of those who purchase shares in these 
companies who issue $1 shares and say 
f) to oO cents paid on tlie certificates to be 
fully paid up and non-assessablo. I am 
very much ilisappoiiited that there is 
nothiiif; in the act to cover these cases. 
There appears to I h; a great diversity of 
o|iiiiion wlieiher thcbo stocks are assess- 
able or non-assessable, and as this (|ue8- 
tion has never been finally decidtd, I 
consider that it is the duty of the legis- 
lature to insert some clauses in the act 
at present before the house, in order to 
liiially settle all doubts on this subject.

YUKON MATTEKS. 

To TiiK Enirou :— Recent reports from 
the North allbrd stronu' conlirniation ol 
the assertion of I)r. Dawson and other 
scientists that the basin of the Yukon 
river la rich in deposits of [ilacer j;old. 
A careful study of tlie conformation ol 
the country so far as known, and a com- 
parison with what has jirovcd to he the 
case in othiir fjold-bearint; streams in 
various pans of the world, leads to the 
cDiirlnsioii that the gold deposits in- 
crciiHo in richriesa and extent as the 
source of the river ia approached, and 
ihereforo that by far the lamer portion 
of the (jolil-hearing area will be found to 
be within the province. In fact, all the 
information that has come to hand loads 
to the inference that a very larije and 
rich stretch of country lies to the east ol 
any workings that hav.e yet been carried 
on. 

But the region referred to is diflicult 
of access and its climate ia severe. All 
the ineaiia of subsistence reijuired by 
uiiners, must be imported into it, and 
the working season is so short that no 
part of it can properly bo spared for 
Koing to or returning!; from the minea. 
It ia therefore impossible to derive that 
advantage from their wealth that would 
accrue were they more favorably sit- 
uated. 

Under the circumstances it is not to 
be wondered at that improved means of 
communication have been thought of, 
and that a{)plicatlon has been .made to 
the proriinoial house for cbartera lor rail- 
ways with ithat end in.vienr. 

Jjutl it is easier ''Bometttnes to. get a 



charter for a line than to build that line. 

I A railway would cost a good ileal of 
money and it will, I fear, be 
some time before that money will 

j he found. There are other railway

tU a lar^'ely attended and tlioron);lily 
representative meeting of the local Coun- 
cil of Women, held yeeteruay afternoon 
in the city hall, Misa McGregor directed 
attention to the nucnber of young boya 
who at all hours ar ; to be found on the 
atreets of Victoria, and to tlie necessity 
of doinj^ something fur tlieni. Slie 
wished to present ii scheme, she said, 
that would save the boys witlioiit brand- 
ing theiu with tho name of ciiininal, 
aiklinp; that it wna necessary to iiia];e 
special provisioti for boy^ of this chi.ss. 
iter ])roposiil was that a few acres of 
eround ba secured, and siiitahlo niana- 
er (who ahotild be a married man) pro- 
vided, and the boys placed under his 
charge, and in tliis way 'Ijc made useful 
inembern-of society. 

The Council recof'iiii'-ed the plan as a 
eood one, and in connection with the 
scheme one member proposed the estab- 
lislimeut of a parental school where tru- 
ants might be sent. A couiiuiitee was 
a|)poiuted to confer with the govern- 
ment on the matter, the committee con- 
sisting of four — one representative each 
from the Women's Council, !St. Ann's 
Society, the Benevolent Society and the 
Salvation Army. 

The n(!xt sti Dject presented forconsiil- 
eration being tliat of caiivasaiiif; the city 
for funds in order to put in operation 
' tidy .Aberdeen's plan nt the ^'ictoriall 
Order of Home Helpers, in cominenKJra- 
tion of Her Majesty's diamond jubilee, 
.1 committee was appointed to confer 
with the Mayor and council in regard to 
calling a public meeting to discuss the 
best means of organizing a campaign for 
funds. 

Miss Dun lop was introduceil to the 
meeting and spoke of the aims of the 
kindergarten. The system was, ahe said, 
a forcing system — that the first years of 
the child's life were most impressionable 
was emphasized as well as the fact lliat 
the kindergarten aims at physical, men- 
tal and moral development. In view in^ 
tlie kinden^arten from the moral staml- 
puitit groat alteiitioii ^vas )Kiid tn nmral 
training. In tlie meiittil training the 

hildren were taught in coniiecLion willi 
lads, the idea wtis that the whole child 

lies to sidiDol ;ind that th(j whole child 
ahoiihl receive atleiition not merely tliu 
mental lacuhit'S. The speaker staled 
that where kindergartens bad been es- 
tablished in the bad localities of Snii 
Francisco, the police testilied as to I lie 
great moral imurovemeut in the chil- 
dren.

It has been quite interesting to wit- 
ness tho develojjmeut and harmonious 
work accomplished by the kinder(,'arten , 
Miss Uunlop observed in concluding, 
the fact that children are so well train- 
ed morally Bliotild cnmmeiid the idan, 
ard it is a regrettable fact that a c^ity 
like \"i(;toria does not not iiossesa a free 
kindergarten.

'I'Hl^ StoUY 01-' A CENTURY. 

Captain V/albran Tells cf Nootka in Van- 
couvti'u Time and Nootka of 
To-Day. 

One of the largest meetings yet had of 
tfie Natural History Society waa held 
last evening hi the library oi 'the legisla- 
tive asaeinbly, the special feature being 
the sixth paper by Cajit. Walbraii in his 
.series on the early navigators of the 
northwest coast. He gave the account 
in this of the capture of tbe British 
merchant sliips Argonaut and Princess 
Roval bv the Spaniards at Nootka in 
1789, 

it was pointed aut that the seizure of 
these vessels marked tho wane of Spanish 
a.=cendency on this coast, through the 
ajdriied iiction of the British government 
in re.'entinj:; tho indignity offered to 
Britii-li subjects by being imprisoned 
illegally and under false pretences and 
their property conliscated. 

The varying and contradictory stalc- 
menta made in connection with this now 
celebrated historical episode, and the 
various atagea in the Nootka controversy 
were refiirretl to the diplomatic conduct 
of Captain George Vancouver in main- 
taining the dignity of the British crown 
dwelt upon. 

Captain Walbran, in concluding his 
very interesting lecture, described the 
condition of Nootka at the time of Van- 
couver and aa it is to-day, showing that 
in 108 years whitih have elapsed tlie 
place is practically the same, with the 
exception that the native population has 
dwindled from :i,000 to 300. The only 
vestiges of the old Spanish occupation in 
existence at the present day are the old 
well — wliieli is still intact near the vil- 
lage — and a few bricks belonging to the 
foundiUionof the old .Spanish church. 

In his next paper Captain Walbran 
will give a description of Vancouver's 
e.xjjloration of these shores, which will 
coinfdete tbe series. 

Mr. ,loseph Drinkwnter, of Soinenos, 
presented to the society, tli rough Major 
Mutter, M.l'.'P., a native epearliead. It 
is in a very complete state of preservu- 
tion and one of the best specimens yet 
obtained. Arrangements are being made 
for a lecture by Mr. Laing on the trip 
across Vancouver Island last summer, 
which will be illustrated, as in San Fran- 
cisco, by limelight views.
